GUNS AND CRIME 


A MERICA’S crim€ wave which recently has been marked by 
several spectacular major acts of violence has caused re­ 
vival of agitation for lows making it illegal for any pefSon ex­ 
cept peace ofricers to carry or possess firearms. 
1he belief by those who advocate this method of dealing 
with the crime problem is based upon a superficial view of eort- 
ditions, as frequently has been pointed out in the past, and one 
that does not take into account all of the elements involved. 
A 
law of this kind would be effective in disarming law-abiding 
citizens, but it would have only a limited effect upon the criminal 
element. 
Those who make their living by violence would find 
means to obtain firearms, and it would not be very difficult for 


them to do this. 
New York has a law making the possession of a pistol by 
anyone except a peace officer of specially licensed private citi­ 
zen a felony. 
T h e r e h a s been apparently a real effort made to 
enforce this act known as the Sullitan law. 
But does anyone j a, wide delicious smile, and her eyes 
believe the law has served to reduce crimes in which guris play 
a part.^

and taking proper precautions against their coming intp the 
hands of criminals. 
Machine guns are not used in game hunt­ 
ing. 
They are not carried by private citizens as a defense 
against robbers and other criminals. There is no legitimate need 
on the part of private citizens for them.

PHILADELPHIA, July 10.—The 
Pennsylvania Bankers association 
today began formulating plans to 
test the constitutionality of the Ein­ 
stein act passed by the last sessions 
of the legislature under which bank­ 
ing institutions are required to pay 
a 4-miU state tax on all interest 
bearing accounts. 
Decision to test the act in the 
courts was made at a meeting of 
the council of administration of the 
association following submission of 
a report by Walter W. Wilson, pres­ 
ident of the First Milton National 
bank at Milton, Pa., and chairman 
of the association’s committee on 
rates of interest on depoits.
